W ash in g to n , May 2.—T h e tim e of 
the se n a te wan taken up for tw o hours 
with a speech hy S en ato r Jeff Davis 
of Arkansas, ask in g that the c o m m it­ 
tee on th e judiciary he discharged 
from fu rth e r consideration of his hill 
for th e suppression of trusts. 
T h e re 
maiikier ol Hie day was given o v er to 
th e consideration of a resolution by 
S en ato r Elkins su sp en d in g until Jan. 
1, 1910, th e com m odity < lause of tb«* 
Hepburn railroad rate law’. 
T h e reso­ 
lution provoked so much d eb a te and 
so m any 
a m e n d m e n t s 
w ere offered 
dealing with other p h as es of th e rail­ 
road legislation that th e whole m a t ­ 
ter went over until Monday. 
In the 
m e a n ti m e th e s e n a te leaders hope to 
perfect a resolution that can be agreed 
upon next Monday. 
T h e com m odity clause, u n d er th e 
provisio ns of th e H e p b u r n bill, w eir 
into effect May 1 and railroads th e re 
fore which haul i n te r s ta t e co m m erc e 
products of m in e s or m a nufa ctories in 
which t h e curriers a t e intereste d are 
liable to m a x im u m fines of $5,000 for 
each Offense. 
T h e Elkins resolution 
proposes to give t h e railroads twenty 
m o n th s additional tim e in which to 
divorce th e m s e lv e s from th e se proper-j 
ties, on th e ground that th e financial 
condition of he country h as been such 
that th e railroads hav e been unable 
to 
find 
b u y ers 
and 
to 
se ttle 
such 
q u estions of joint o w n e rs h ip as a re 
involved in m o rtg a g es covering both 
t h e railroad p ro p erty and mining or 
m a n u fa ctu rin g 
property, 
Mr. 
Elk in s 
used this a r g u m e n t in pleading for the 
adoption

resolution. 
Several 
senators, notably 
Messrs. 
Culberson 
and Nelson, arg u ed that the railroads 
had not assume«! an a tiitu d e that e n ­ 
titled

consideration. 
With 
t h e whole subject unsettled and m an y 
a m e n d m e n t s pending th e s e n a t e ad 
jonrned. 


Resolution Originally Proposed. 


T h e resolution originally proposed 
to extend th e tim e for th e c o m m e n c e ­ 
m ent 
of th e operation of th e co m ­ 
m odity clause until May 1, 1910, hut 
th e s e n a te in t e r s t a t e co m m e rce c o m ­ 
m it tee changed th e d a te to Jan. I, 
1910. 
W h e n th e m e a s u r e was called 
up se veral d ay s ago it went over u n ­ 
der objection from Mr. Culberson, th e 
m in ority leader, hut it was ta k en up 
by vote of th e senate. 
Mr. Culberson ha«i refused unlani- 
m ous consent and he was first recog 
ni/.ed to sp e a k against the resolution, 
l i e said that th e co m m itt e e had given 
no rea sons w h y t h e extension should 
he made, and called upon C hairm an 
E lkins for an explanation. 
Mr. Elk in s a n s w e re d fhat the condi­ 
tion of th e cou n try d em an d e d a delay 
in t h e operation of th e law; that th e 
railroads have 
been 
unable to find 
capitalists to ta k e over the coal lands 
owned by th e roads. 
For this s i t u a ­ 
tion he blam ed th e recent panic, and 
he sal«! tha- had it not been for this 
m one y sh o r ta g e and b u siness d e p r e s ­ 
sion th e railroads would h a v e been 
able to comply with the law. 
He called atte n tio n to th e fact that 
t h e bill did not repeal th e law, but 
only su spe nded it temporarily. 
.Mr. Nelson said it ap p e ared that th e 
attitu d e of the railroads wras against 
com pliance wiih th e law’ and to 1 iti 
gate as to th e power of congress to 
enact such legislation. 
He expressed 
the opinion th at th e railroads w e re 
not entitled to any special con s id era­ 
tion. 
So long as th e railroa ds u n d e r ­ 
took to a t tac k th e validity of th«» law, 
he declared, co n g ress w as under no 
obligation to favor them.

mainder of the day was given over to 
the consideration of a resolution by 
Senator Elkins suspending until Jan. 
I, 1910, the commodity < lause of the 
Hepburn railroad rate law. 
The reso­ 
lution provoked so much debate and 
so many 
am endm ents 
w ere offered 
dealing with other phases of the rail­ 
road legislation that the whole mat­ 
ter went over until Monday. 
In the 
m eantim e the senate leaders hope to 
perteet a resolution that can be agreed 
upon next Monday. 
T he commodity clause, under the 
provisions of the Hepburn bill, went 
into effect May I and railroads there 
fore which haul interstate com m erce 
products of m ines or m anufactories in 
which the carriers ate interested are 
liable lo maximum fines of $5,000 for 
each offense. 
T he Elkins resolution 
proposes to give the railroads twenty 
m onths additional tim e in which to 
divorce them selves from these proper­ 
ties. on the ground that the financial 
condition of -he country has been such 
that the railroads have been unable 
to 
find 
buyers 
and 
to 
settle 
such 
questions of joint ow nership as are 
involved in m ortgages covering both 
the railroad property and m ining or 
m anufacturing property. 
Mr. Elkins 
used this argument in pleading for the 
adoption 
of his 
resolution. 
Several 
senators, notably 
Messrs. 
Culberson 
and Nelson, argued that the railroads 
had not assumed an attitude that en­ 
titled 
them 
to 
consideration. 
With 
the w hole subject unsettled and many 
am endm ents pending the senate ad­ 
journed. 


Resolution O rigin ally Proposed. 


The resolution originally proposed 
to extend the tim e for the com m ence­ 
m ent of the operation of the com ­ 
m odity clause until May I, 1910, but 
the senate interstate com m erce com ­ 
m ittee changed the date to Jan. I, 
1910. 
W hen the m easure w as called 
up several days ago it w ent over un­ 
der objection from Mr. Culberson, the 
minority leader, but it was taken up 
by vote of the senate. 
Mr. Culberson had refused uniani 
moue consent aud he was first recog 
nized to speak against the resolution. 
H e said that the com m ittee had given 
no reasons why the extension should 
he made, and called upon Chairman 
Elkins for an explanation. 
Mr. Elkins answered that the condi­ 
tion of the country demanded a delay 
in the operation of the law; that the 
railroads have been unable to find 
capitalists to take over the coal lands 
owned by the roads. 
For this situa­ 
tion he blamed the recent panic, and 
he sai^ that had it not been for this 
m oney shortage and business depres­ 
sion the railroads would have been 
able to comply with the law. 
H e called attention to the fact that 
the bill <1 id not repeal the law, but 
only suspended it temporarily. 
.Mr. Nelson said it appeared that the 
attitude of the railroads was against 
com pliance with the law and to lith 
gate as to the power of congress to 
enact such legislation. 
Tie expressed 
the opinion that the railroads were 
not entitled to any special considera­ 
tion. 
So long as the railroads under­ 
took to attack the validity of the law, 
he declared, congress wras under no 
obligation to favor them.
